' AN UNJUST CHARGE. 


At a hearing before the federal railroad 


wage commission the respective heads of 
the trainmen and conductors’ brotherhoods 
openly charged the failure of the railroads 
to measure up to the transportation require- 
ments of the day to a wilful determination 
upon the part of the managements of the 
carriers to “discredit the eignt-hour law and 
to make a failure of government control.” 

The inference is, of course, that the rail- 
Toad interests of the country fear permanent 
government ownership after the war, and 
that as a means of circumventing that de- 
velopment they would hamper the operation 
of the carrier lines while the government is 
temporarily operating them. 

“Every effort,’ declared the head of the 
trainmen, “is being used to handicap trans- 
portation to create dissatisfaction with the 
government’s part in the business,’ adding 
that such a course was “nerfectly natural.” 

Chairman Franklin K. Lane, who is seéc- 
retary of the interior, took precisely the op- 
posite view, saying: “I do not think such 
a thing would be natural; I am not so cyn- 
ical about human nature!” 

The country will coincide with Mr. Lane’s 
opinion. The charge is not only unjust and 
uncalled for—but it does a grievous wrong 
to as loyal and as patriotic a class of Ameri- 
can citizens as are to be found in the country. 

No less a crime than treason is charged, 
for the very life of the nation depends in 
laftge part upon its ability to transport com- 
merce and munitions. Every instance of 
inefficiency on the part of the railroads now 
entails a corresponding loss of good human 
life “over there;” so the man, railroad man- 
ager or what-not, who would wilfully and 
deliberately impede the transportation facil- 
ities of the country now would just to that 
extent imperil the success of his country. 

The very existence of the condition that 
made federal control necessary is the best 
refutation of such a charge. The govern- 
ment was compelled in the first place to 
take over and coordinate the railroads and 
operate them as one great system solely and 
simply because of their inability to come up 
to the abnormal requirements put upon them 
by the war. The congestion and the delays 
in both freight and passenger transportation 
are not due to conditions that have come 
into existence since the government took 
over the roads, but to conditions dating 
back for months, and which culminated in 
federal control. 

If these conditions are worse now than 
they were prior to the taking over of the 
roads by the government, that, too; is easily 
explained. First, the demand upon the car- 
riers is growing greater every day—faster 
than additional facilities to cope with it can 
be provided; and, second, practically ever 
gince the roads passed into federal manage- 
ment they have been confronted with the 
greatest climatic impediments in the his- 
tory of American railroading—Hblizzards, ice, 
 gnow and unprecedented cold, with its pro- 

 portionate and abnormal demand for fuel 
transportation.. All have, in themselves and 
-  frrespective of the war conditions, placed 
- the carriers under burdens the like of which 
have never been known.

If Jacksonville fails to acquire the pro 
posed ordnance training camp, as now seems 
probable, it can attribute its failure to noth- 
ing else than the fact that it cannot show 
Uncle Sam a “clean bill” with regard to the 
liquor traffic. In that event Jacksonville is 
quite likely to conclude that, after all, dally- 
ing with booze is not a very paying business. 

The government has made it plain that it 
does not propose to take the young men 
from the farms and industries and put them 
in training for the rigors of war, in the vi- 
cinity of barrels and bottles of whisky. 

Jacksonville is one of the few southern 
cities which still clings to the old theory 
that the liquor traffic pays—that to banish 
booze means to stagnate business and “kill 
the town.” So it goes on poisoning not only 
Florida, but south Georgia as well. 

A war department official told Congress- 
man William Schley Howard the other day 
that— 

“The question of building this ordnance 
camp was practically decided upon a 
month ago and Jacksonville as a location 
tentatively agreed upon. The laxity, 
however, with which Jacksonville is al- 
leged to enforce her liquor laws has 
caused the building of the camp to be 
held in abeyance, and just when and 
where this camp will be built is yet to be 
determined.” 

The selling of whisky, either legally or 
by encouragement of the blind tiger, may 
bring a little money into a town which other- 
wise would not come—though it keeps out 
more than it brings in—but in the long run, 
and all things considered, it does not pay.

bring $10 before they can crack corn.”

We gradually drew out of the fire zone 
and pulléd up in front of an immense dug- 
out. Stretcher-bearers carried me down a 
number of steps and placed me on a white 
table in a brightly lighted room. 

A sergeant of the Royal Army Medical 
corps removed my bandages and cut off my 
tunic. Then the doctor, with his sleeves 
rolled up, took charge: He winked at me 
and I winked back, and then he asked, “How 
do you feel, smashed’ up a bit?’ 

I] answered: “I'm all right, but I'd give a 
quid for a drink of Bags.” 

He nodded to the sergeant, who disap- 
peared, and I'l] be darned if he didn’t return 
with a@ glass of ale. I could only open my 
mouth about a quarter of an inch, but I got 
away with every drop of that ale. It tasted 
just like Blighty, and that is heaven to 
Tommy. 

The doctor said something to an orderly, 
the only word I could catch was “chiloro- 
form,” then they put some kind of an ar- 
rangement over my nose and mouth and it 
was me for dreamland. 

When I opened my eyes I was lying on a 
stretcher, in a low wooden building.

Right above me was a 
Royal Irish Rifles, whfle 
Was a Scotchman. 

We had gone about three 
heard the death-rattle in the throat of the 
Inan opposite. He had gone to rest across 
the Great Divide. I think at the time I en- 
vied him. 

The man of the Royal Irish Rifles had had 
his left foot blown off, the jolting of the am- 
Dbulance over the rough road had loosened 
up the bandages on his foot, and had started 
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it bleeding again. This blood ran down the 


side of the stretcher and started dripping. I 


was lying on my back, too weak to move, 
and the dripping of this blood got me in my 
unbandaged right eye. I closed my eye and 
pretty soon could not open the lid; the blood 
head congealed and closed it, as if it were 
gtued down. 

An English girl @ressed in khaki was 
driving the ambulance, while beside her on 
the seat was a corporal of the R. A M. C. 
They kept up a running conversation about 
Blighty which almost wrecked my nerves; 
pretty soon from the stretcher above me, 
the Irishman became aware of the fact that 
the bandage from his foot had become loose; 
it must have pained him horribly, because 
he yelled in a loud voice: 


“If you don’t stop this bloody death | 


wagon and fix this damned bandage on my 
foot, I will get out and walk.” 

The girl on the seat turned around and in 
& sympathetic voice asked, “Poor fellow, are 
you very badly wounded?’ 

The Irishman, at this question, let out a 
howl of indignation and answered, “Am I 
very badly wounded, what bloody cheek; no, 


I'm not wounded, I’ve only been kicked by 


a canary bird.” 

The ambulance immediately stopped, and 
the corporal came to the rear and fixed him 
up, and also washed out my right eye. I 
was too weak to thank him, but it was a 
great relief. Then I must have bécome un- 
conecious, because when I regained my 
senses, the ambulance was at a standstill, and 
my stretcher was being removed from it. 

It wae night, lanterns were flashing here 
and there, and I could see stretcher-bearers 
hurrying to and fro. Then I was carried 
into a hospital train. 

The inside of this train looked like heaven 
to me, just pure white, and we met our 
first Red Cross nurses; we thought they 
were angels. And they were. 

Nice little soft bunks, and clean, white 
sheets. 

A Red Cross nurse sat beside me during 
the whole ride, which lasted three hours. 
She was holding my wrist; I thought I haa 
made a hit, and tried to tell her how I got 
wounded, but she would not put her finger to 
her lips and say, “Yes, I know, but you 
mustn't talk now,try togoto sleeep, it'll do 
you good, doctor's orders. Later on I learned 
that she was taking my pulse every few 
minutes, as I was very weak from the loss 
of blood and they expected me to snuff It, 
but I didn't.

I opened my eyes; I was being carried 
on a stretcher thy ugh lanes of people, some 
cheering, some ing flags and others cry- 
ing.

My stretch- 
er was strewn with flowers, cigarettes and 
chocolates. Tears started to run down my 
cheek from my good eye.

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How Certificates of Title 
Are Issued to Landowners

Land Registration Act. 


In a preceding article it was shown that 
the first step in registering land is the set- 
tling of the title. in other words, the title 
must be declared goog by a judgment of court, 
and, therefore, entitled to be registered. 

Under the provisions of the land registra- 
tion act, any landowner can have his title 
adjudicated, or declared good by a judgment 
of court, by filing a suit against all persons 
who may be concerned, as well as against the 
land itself. This suit is referred to the coun- 
tv examiner, who investigates the title, hears 
conflicting claims, if any there are, and 
makes a report to the court in which the 
petition for registration was originally filed 
by the landowner. If there are no excep- 
tions or objections to the report of the ex- 
aminer, the matter is ready for the final con- 
sideration of .the superior court judge, who 
shall thereupon proceed to decide the case, 
and if, upon consideration of the record, the

the judge shall enter a decree to that effect, 
declaring the land under investigation en- 
titled to registration. This decree is entered 
upon the minutes of the superior court and 
becomes a public record. 

Title te Sub-Divisions. 


One of the advantages of the registration 


law is that a tract of land which has been di- 
vided into separate parcels, can be reg- 
istered in one proceeding for the entire tract, 
and separate decrees rendered astothe title 
of each parcel, or lot. A landowner can 
thereby secure a separate certificate as to 
each lot, and will not be under the necessity 
of having his certificate to the entire tract 
cancelled and re-issued every time he sells off 
a part of the property. The owner is also 
able to deliver 4 registered title to every pur- 
chaser of a lot. 

An additional advantage to the owner of 
a tract of land is that he can use any num- 
ber of his certificates for commercial pur- 
poses, such as for collateral security for 
loans, etc. For instance, he can use the 
certificates of title to a part of his lots, with- 
out relation to the rest of hie lots, and can 
thereby secure money from several differ- 
ent sources, and pledge security for each 

parate loan. 
ng se Certificates of Title. 

The final step in initial registration is the 
entering of a certificate of title, correspond- 
ing to the court's decree, in a book called 
the “Title Register.” This book is ruled 
and printed in a prescribed form and is so ar- 
ranged that two pages, facing each other, may 
both be used to register the certificate itself, 
and such later notations and entries as may 
be placed thereon. 

After the clerk has registered or entered 
a title on the Title Register he then pro- 
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serve and disseminate the history of Geor- 
gia, and for more than three-quarters of a 
century it has in a most unselfish and pa- 
triotic spirit ‘collected and preserved in its 
archives much valuable immaterial, and has 
published many valuable volumes of his- 
toric records, It is a state-wide institution, 
and its memDership comprises many of the 
most prominent men and women in the 
state.

Senator J. Ham Lewis Criti- 
cises the Policy of “Bad- 
gering” Baker, and Says 
Motives of His Critics Are 
Plain to Senate. 


“The south is destined to be the new 
leader of maritime commerce in Ameri- 
ca,” said Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, 
of Illinois, in an interview at the Pied- 
mont hotel last night, during which he 
discussed probable economic and politi- 
cal changes that will be brought about 
by the war. 

“The commercial future after the 
war,” he said, “is going to be of more 
immediate benefit to the south and 
south Atlantic states than to any other 
portion of our country, for the reason 
that our new relations of friendship 
for the great European countries and 
Asia, from which they see that the 
south and north are now one, will 
instead 
of going to New York and other north 
Atlantic ports from all parts of the 
world and breaking to be sent to the 
pouth, as at present, will come 
straight from every country of Europe 
to the south Atlantic coast, where the 
cargoes will be broken and sent to the 
north and west. Ships from Asia will 
‘ome through the Panama canal to 
‘coast cities of the south Atlantic and 
the cargoes will be reshipped to dif- 
ferent parts of America.”’ 

When asked his opinion of principal 
political changes that will be brought 
forth after the war, as new policies 
for the government, Senator Lewis 
enumerated them as follows: 

First. A permanent army and navy 
of ‘sufficient strength to constantly de- 
fend the country against invasion. 

Second. The establishment . of the 
United States as a nation and the

Third. The abolishment of the na- 

onal guard of the states and the dis- 
oe sera of the army through the dif- 
ferent states. 
fourth. The centralization of rail- 
read direction and the permanent 
ownership of all interstate roads by 
the national government, so as to con- 
trol the roads at any moment for gov- 
ernment protection. This, however, 
would leave the operation of the roads 
in private hands, through contract, 
whenever such an arrangement seem- 
ed better for public welfare. 

The senator criticised the “badger- 
ing of Baker,” as he described the in- 
vestigation of conditions in the war de- 
partment now being conducted by a 
senate committee. 

“This badgering has not been for the 
purpose of getting at the real facts of 
the operation of the war, nor to in- 
form the country, but to vindicate the 
questioners in thefr constant, private 
accusations against the war depart- 
ment and to make an effort to prove 
the questioners’ own incorrect state- 
ments are true,” said Senator Lewis.

CORN PRODUCERS GET 
THEIR FLOUR STRAGH 


Not Required to Buy Meal 
With Flour—Georgia Food 
Directors Cause Trouble. 


By J. A. Hollomen. 

Washington, February 6.—(Special.) 
Local food administrators in some sec- 
tions of Georgia are causing a great 
deal of unnecessary trouble and in- 
convenience to corn-producing farmers 
by refusing to permit them to purchase 
flour without an equal weight of meal 
or other cereals. 

The act #pecifically provides that no 
person is to be required to buy a cor- 
responding cereal with flour when the 
person in question is a producer of a 
cereal other than whéat and is a large 
consumer of it and has the said cereal 
in quantities on hand Such statements 
made to the merchants when properly 
taken are legal exemptions from the 
requirements of an equal cereal with an 
equal flour purchase.

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Of Third Liberty Loan by 
the Government—McAdoo 
Announces Sale of Certifi-: 
cates and Appeals to the 
Banks. 


Washington, February 6.—Three bil- 
lion dollars will be raised in advance 
of the third Liberty loan, which proba- 
bly will ®e launched in April, by sale 
of certificates of indebtedness under 


a plan looking to systematic inveat- 
ment by every bank in these short- 
term securities. 

A comprehensive scheme for prepar- 
ing the way for the third loan, an- 
nounced tonight by Secretary McAdoo, 
provides for the issuance of $500,000,- 
000-or more of these certificates every 
two weeks, until the total runs to 
$3,000,000,000 by the middle of March. 
Pvery national bank, state bank and 
trust company is asked to set aside 
each week about 1 per cent of its gross 
resources for investment in the certifi- 
cates in telegrams sent out by Mr. Mc- 
Adoo. 

First of $500,000,000 Iasues. 

The first of the $500,000,000 certifi- 
cate issues under this plan was an- 
nounced tonight. They will bear 4 per 
cent, the same rate as other grecent 
issues, will be dated February’”8 and 
will mature May 9. Subscriptich books 
are to close February 15. The eertifi- 
cates of this and other future issues 
will be received eventually in payment 
of Liberty loan receipts. 

The secretary’s plan calls virtually 
for the loan by banks, big and little, 
of the three billion dollar aggregate 
of certificate issues, before the real 
Liberty loan campaign starts. By this 
means, that sum would be guaranteed 
in the Liberty loan drive, and the dif- 
ference between that sum and the total 
of the Liberty loan would have to come 
largely from individual private sub- 
scribers. Treasury officials also pbe- 
lieve that the financial condition of the 
nation can be judged closely by the 
success met by the advance sale of cer- 
tificates. About half of the first Liber- 
ty loan was raised in advance by cer- 
tificate sales, and about two-thirds of 
the second loan. 

Already $400,000,000 worth of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness have been sold 
in anticipation of the third loan and 
about $1,146,000,000 certificates are out- 
standing’ to be received in payment of 
income and excess profits taxes by next 
June. 

MeAdoo's Appeal te Banka. 

Secretary McAdoo'’s appeal to banks 
to set aside in installments 10 per cent 
of their resources Was urgent.

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Flashes From Division Orders 4 


The following information from the 
war department is published for the in- 
formation of all concerned: 

“Under a recent decision of the gec- 
retary of war, men enlisted in the na- 


tional army are on the same footing as 
enlisted men (regular army and na- 
tional guard) respecting appointment to 
West Point. The appointments are 
made as a result of a competitive ex- 
amination identical with the regular 
entrance examination. The candidates 
must be unmarried, between the ages 
of 19 and 22 years, and must have had 
a year’s service. These requirements 
apply to the date of admission, which 
will-be June 14. In view of the above, 
therefore, in additfon to candidates 
from the regular army and national 
guard that may have been selected, 
the division commander is authorized to 
select a reasonable number to be de- 
termined from the forces under his 
command and direct them to report for 
examination on March 19, 1918, at the 
nearest army post.” 

The division commander will consid- 
er the appointment of about forty men 
to take the examination. 

Company co lers will submit 
on or fore March 1 the names of all 
men in their organization who are eli- 
gidie and whom they can recommend 
or such appointments. | 

The folewtay letter from the adju- 
tant general of the army is published 
for the information and guMance of all 
concerned: 

“The attention of this office has been 
called to the fact that in changing sta- 
tions many officers and enlisted men 
lose their baggage, and on account of 
not being properly tagged it cannot be 
recovered. You will instruct all in your 
command to properly mark all baggage 
in order that it may be returned to the 
owners by the railroad company in the 
event it becomes lost while the soldier 
is en route to his pew station.”

Of the Training School 
For Y. M.C.A. Workers 


Rev. W. A. Lee, former pastor of the 
Central Congregational church, of At- 
lanta, will be in charge of the train- 
ing school for Y. M. C. A. army secre- 
taries, which is to be opened in the 
Y. M. Cc. A. auditorium at Camp Gor- 
don. Dr. Lee is specially fitted for 
this work because of his teaching ex- 
perience in the Northfield summer 
conference at Northfield, Mass. Asso- 
ciated with him in this instruction will 
be Professor U. B. Phillips, who was 
formerly professor of history in the 
University of Michigan, and William 
Hoffmeister, physical director at Camp 
Gordon.

PAD TO JOHN 1. 


Famous ‘Chatnphéi Is Laid to 
Rest Beside Body of 
His Wife. 


Boston, February 6.—Final tribute to 
a great‘champion was paid today when 
the body of Johh L. Sullivan was 
buried in Calvary cemetery. In the 
crowds that lined the  snow-filled 
streets as the casket was borne from 
the home of Sullivan's sister, Mrs. Annie 
Lennon, in the Roxbury district, to St 
Paul's church, where the funeral mass 
was celebrated, were scores of chil- 


dren bidding farewell to their big 
“pal.” For them the tales of his prize 
ring days were legends. They remem- 
bered him best as their big “pal,” whose 
watchword was courage and who re- 
galed therh with stories of kings and 
presidents he had met. 

At the funeral mass were men and 
women from every walk of life. Sulli- 
van virtually had been out of sporting 
life ever since James J. Corbett won 
the American heavyweight champion- 
ship from him by a knockout at New 
Orleans in 1892, and the honor paid his 
memory today came from walks far 
removed from the “squared circle.”
